House notifies cabinet of vacant seat 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Hie Lower House of Parliament officially 
notified the Council of Ministers Sunday of the vacant seat in the 
House resulting from the death last week of a deputy from the 
Hebron Govemorate in the West B mk, Sidla Sadek Al Jaabri. 
Tbe parliament notification comes jm line with the constitutional 
stipulation that the cabinet is empowered to call for elections to 
SH vacant seats in the House. However, since elections cannot be 
conducted in the West Bank because of the Israeli occupation, an 
amendment to Article 88 of the Constitution allows the Lower 
House to elect a new deputy from the same district with an 
absolute majority vote. The article stipulates that any vacant seat 
should be filled within one month of the official notification from 
■■ -die House. The House is due to meet on Tuesday but elections to 
fin the vacant seat are not expected to be held during die session. 
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Iraq to resume air, missile attacks 

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq said it would resume air and missile 
attacks on targets deep inside Iran after a 15-day moratorium 
ended Sunday. An aimed forces spokesman read a statement over 
Baghdad Television saying Iran had attacked Iraqi tenitoiy and 
shelled several residential centres. This was in spite of Iraq’s 
moratorium on attacks on Iranian population centres, announced 
by President Saddam Hussein on June 14. he said. “The mor- 
atorium has ended and the attacks mil be resumed until a just and 
honourable peace is achieved according to President Saddam 
Hussein's conditions...," the spokesman said. Announcing the 
moratorium on June 14, President Hussein said Iraq would halt 
attacks on Iran’s towns and cities for 15 days in response to 
appeal sfrom the Iranian opposition and to give its rulers a chance 
to-qonsiderpeace.

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17-day-old hijack crisis 
ends with hostages’ release 


DAMASCUS (Agencies) — Thirty-nine 
American hostages released in Beirut by 
their captors arrived in Damascus Sunday 
night, ending 17 days of captivity. 


The hostages, 36 passengers 
and three crew members of a 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane hijacked on June 14, were to 
have two hours of rest in the Syr- 
ian capital before frying to Fra- 
nkfurt aboard a US. Air Force 
C-141 Siaritfter, which landed at 
Damascus Saturday to pick them 
up. 

The freed Americans drove to 
Damascus in 10 cars and station 
wagons flying Red Goss flags with 
a heavily-armed escort, first of 
militiamen and then of Syrian tro- 
ops. 

The Syrians took charge at the 
Lebanese mountain vfllage of 
Sofar. 30 kilometres from the Syr- 
ian boarder on the mam Beirut- 
Damascus highway. 

US. Vice-President George 
Bush said the United States made 
no drats with either Syria or 
Shi'ite Amal mfirtia leader Nabih 
Bern to win freedom for the hos- 
tages. 

Asked twice in a taped tel- 
evision interview from Paris if he 
would categorically say “no deals 
and no assurances” were given to 
Damascus or Mr. Bern, Mr. Bush- 
said: “Yes, that’s right.”

Mubarak urges more state 
activity to face extremists 


CAIRO (R) — President Hosni Mubarak, faced with 
a campaign to put Egypt under Islamic Law, has 
asked his government to boost its religious activity as 
Cairo’s state-owned press joined his onslaught on 
“extremists.” 


Mr. Mubarak said at a dosed 
meeting with members of his Nat- 
ional Democratic Party (NDP) he 
wanted the government to devote 
additional funds to hire more Mus- 
lim clergymen. 

“Those preachers should make 
mosques able to spread the tea- 
ching? of Islam and produce good 
Muslims," the semi-official daily 
Al-Ahram quoted him as saying. 

He called on members of his 
party to fight extremism and "att- 
empts by any group to impose its 
views on the masses." 

Mr. Mubarak gave a thinly- 
veiled warning last week to Mus- 
lim fundamentalists demanding 
the immediate implementation of 
Sharia (Islamic Law). He said any 
unrest would scare foreign inv- 
estors, causing serious setbacks to 


the country's already troubled 
economy. 

At the forefront of the Sharia 
campaign is Hafez Salaraa, a 
60-year-old clergyman who plan- 
ned a march on a state palace on 
June 14 but backed down when 
2.500 riot police ringed some 
5.000 of his followers inside his 
central Cairo Mosque. 

Salaraa. whose group lacks 
overt backing from die larger 
Muslim Brotherhood, pledged on 
Friday be would take the state to 
court for refusing to allow a rally 
he plans for July 14 to which he 
said he had invited Mr. Mubarak 
to a debate. 

He also wanned the government 
against a hasty crackdown on fun- 
damentalists. a possibility which 
has been mentioned by western 


diplomats here have been spe- 
culating since Mr. Mubarak's spe- 
ech on Monday. 

Cairo’s state-owned press, 
meanwhile, have joined Mr. Mub- 
arak’s onslaught on "extremists”. 

The weekly October Sunday dev- 
oted its cover story to the issue, 
saying Egypt was threatened by 
"those who use faith as a cover to 
stab it in die heart.” 

Mr. Mubarak’s call for an inc- 
reased religious role by the gov- 
ernment appeared to be aimed at 
curbing activity by fundamentalist 
groups whose members, security 
sources said, have recently res- 
umed the illegal practice of del- 
ivering Friday sermons. 

Mr. Mubarak said the NDP- 
con trolled parliament would soon 
discuss a draft "personal status” 
law in line with Sharia to replace 
one issued in 1979 and ruled as 

unconstitutional by a court last 
month.

OMDURMAN. Sudan — Sudan, 
the latest place of agony in the 
African famine and a nation in the 
throes of political crisis, has a his- 
tory rich in death and turmoil.

But Gen. Swareddahab seems 
to want to leave such crucial dec- 
isions — no devout Muslim could 
easily scrap Sharia — to ministers 
chosen in the promised poll. 

As Mahdi says, prospects for 
that ballot are unsure. Impatience 
with army reluctance to take ini- 
tiatives may boil over. The famine

Bern using U.S. TV 
to boost his power

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Nabih 
Bern, die Shf ite Muslim leader 
who has been the lyncfapin in neg- 
otiations to free 39 American hij- 
ack hostages in Beirut, has used 
die crisis to bolster his claim to be 
Lebanon’s most powerful opp- 
•ositioa leader. 

The hostage crisis gave the 
46-year-old Beni a chance to 
hnmble the United States, Israel's 
ally, and establish himself as the 
most influential figure in Leb- 
anon, edging out more radical riv- 
als for leadership of Lebanon’s 
million-strong Shf ites. 

. Throughout the crisis, Mr. Beni 
has eclipsed President Amin 
Gemayel, who has remain silent 
on the plight of the hostages 
whose plane was hijacked by Leb- 
anese. 

Mr. Gemayel’s silence reflects 
his helplessness to do anything 
about securing the hostages' rel- 
ease, let alone arrest the hijackeis 
sitting in the TWA plane at Beirut 
Aiiport guarded by fallow Shf ites 
of Mr. Beni's 6,000-strong Amal 
militia. 

Mr. Bern’s conciliatory tactics, 
talcin g most of the hostages into 
his custody, also did much to get 
him off the book with fellow 
Arabs who have condemned his 
bloody campaign against Beirut’s 
Palestinian ■ camps in which more 
than 3,000 people were killed or 
wounded. 

Mr. Bern has harnessed the 
power of television to transform 
himself from a little-known Leb- 
anese leader into an int- 
ernationally recognised political 
figure. 

“It’s his main weapon and he's 
used it adroitly,” said a Western 
diplomat. 

The urbane Bern gives int- 
erviews only to the major TV net- 
works, particularly the Ame- 
ricans. Daily, he allows TV crews 


to film hostages or talk to the cap- 
tive crew of the Boeing. 

Everyone else has to scramble 
for scraps at the disorderly news 
conferences Mr. Berri calls every 
few days at his heavily guarded, 
sandbagged home in west Beirut. 

Last week, Mr. Bern produced 

five of the hostages in a chaotic 
news conference at the airport in a 
bid to keep the pressure on the 
United States. 

The sight of the captives, ringed 
by Amal militiamen with AK-47 
assault rifles, was clearly designed 
to fuel American’s sense of hel- 
plessness and intensify the public 
clamor for Mr. Reagan to tell Isr- 
ael to free the Lebanese they hold 
in return for freeing the Ame- 
ricans. Israel has freed 31. but 
Amal insists all must be released. 

The stampede of photographers 
when the five Americans were 
escorted into the transit lounge 
appalled Amal officials who usu- 
ally handle such situation by pul- 
ling their guns. 

They reacted instead by can- 
celling the news conference ?nd 
beating up reporters and pho- 
tographers scrambling for a few 
words from the hostages as they 
were escorted through the crush 
by pistol -packing Amal officials. 

Afcef Haidar. Antal's politburo 
cfaiefandoneofMr. Bern's closest 
advisers, bombards reporters with 
accounts of how well the hostages 
are being treated. 

He said the hostages “eat the 
best of Lebanese food, they watch 
cowboy movies, some are learning 
Arabic, they discuss Shfite phi- 
losophy with our brothers... they 
are having a rich experience. 1 
think”. 

The hostage experience sou- 
nded less than rich as described by 
Peter Hill, 57. At the news con- 
ference. he described the days sta- 
rkly: “We eat, we sleep, we 
smoke, we pray."

Statistics tell part of the story. 
While Lebanon traditionally boa- 
sted a healthy balance of pay- 
ments surplus it had a deficit of

plunged from 52.59 bDlkm in 
1982 to less than $300 million by 
the beginning of this year. 

“We’re reduced to a basic eco- 
nomy of small merchants, ind-

"The money coming in for arms 
is all that’s keeping the pound 
from collapsing altogether,” said 
the banker who requested ano- 
nymity. 

Some people profit from the 
chaos — owners of battered Mer- 
cedes Benz taxis replacing state- 
run buses driven off the roads by 
the conflict, smugglers trafficking 
anything from Italian suits to Jap- 
anese stereo systems, and scores 
of centres which hire out video 
cassettes. 

“People are staying home and 
watching videos,” said Chafic 
Moheb, whose business is in the 
heart of west Beirut. "Few people 
go out any more, so we're doing 
well.” 

Gone are che days when Beirut 
residents went out after dark to 
the cinemas, strolled the Comiche 


seafront, dined in elegant French 
restaurants, sent children to cor- 
ner stores for bread and milk or 
crowded into casinos that once 
attracted 2 million tourists a year. 

By day Beirut ignores the war. 

Vendors push carts through the 
busy streets selling anything from 
peanuts to pizzas. Boutiques are 
stuffed with French fashions and 
English shoes. Delicatessens stock 
Canadian smoked salmon. Cam- 
embert cheeses. New Zealand 
lamb and American hot dogs. And 
Ahmad Hassan. who once ped- 
dled leather wallets and handbags 
to tourists, nowsells pistol holsters 
and ammunition belts to mil- 
itiamen. 

"We have to change with the 
times." Hassan shrugged. 

A bride and groom the other 
day gyrated to music in a dow- 
ntown Beirut hotel as Falangists 
and opposition militias exchanged 
mortars and machinegun fire acr- 
oss the nearby Green Line which 
divides the capital. 

“We can’t let the fighting worry 
us too much,” the bride told a rep- 
orter. “We have to cany on 35 best 
we can.”

archaeology museum at the-

an exhibition featuring Jordan’s 
antiquities horn different his- 
torical periods. 

. . -The. museum, located, in midst 
of the indent city, bouses artifacts 
excavated in Jordan and rep- 
resenting various civilisations 
which inhabited the country since 
ancient times.' The museum will be 
opened for visitors during the for- 
thcoming Jerash Festival. 

During her tour of the museum, 
the Queen was briefed by director 
of die Antiquities Department, 
Dr. Adnan At Hadidi, an die var- 
ious items on display at the exh- 
ibition inside the museum. The 
display includes carved stone imp- 
lement pottery, jewellery, rings 
and precious stones dating back to 
the Bronze and Iron Ages and also 
to the Roman, Greek, Nabatean, 


Byzantme Islamic and Ottoman 4 
periods. 

The exhibition was organised in 
response to a request by the 
Queen for a display jto project 
Jordan's historic importance thr- 
oughout various ages. The exh- 
ibition will enable visitors to the 
Jerash Festival to familiaries the- 
mselves with the antiquitise that 
relate the story of h uman ay- 
Hisatioa horn the Stone Age until 
die end of the 17th Century AD. 

The museum and the exhibition 
have been set up by the Ant- 
iquities Department in coo- 
peration with Yarmouk Uni- 
versity and the Jerash Festival 
organisers. 

The opening ceremony was att- 
ended by Information Minister. 
Mohammad A1 Khatib, a number 
of cabinet members, senior off- 
icials, heads of diplomatic mis- 
sions and heads of local gov- 
ernment departments. 


Palestinian cultural activities,

AMMAN (J.T.) — A week of cul- 
tural activities celebrating an 
“Internationa] Day of Palestinian 
Heritage” is scheduled to open in 
Amman Monday, July 1. The 
week-long - activities are being 
organised by the local committee 
for the International Day of Pal- 
estinian Heritage. 

The activities will comprise a 
wide range of cultural events inc- 
luding an exhibition depicting var- 
ious aspects of Palestinian art 
which is to be opened at the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
fPLO) offices in Amman by PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

The heritage committee held a 
press conference Sunday and the 
committee's secretary Atallah 
Khairi outlined the activities to be 
held. He said that events will inc- 
lude national, songs presented by 
Palestinian folk troupes on July 
5th. 


Other activities indude lectures 
on different aspects of Pales tinian 
heritage. According to Mr. Khairi, 
the general union of Palestinian 
writers, together with women’s 
federations and Pales tinian stu- 
dents, will take part in cel- 
ebrations to be held in other cou- 
ntries and will organise fuctions in 
Melbourne, Helsinki and Madrid.

decided to allow the private sector 
to import flour used to man- 
ufacture sweets and con- 
fectioneries until the time when 
such flour is produced locally. 
Also American-type rice can be 
imported by merchants at the rate 
of 3,000 tonnes annually with 
approval from the Ministry of 
Supply and the Federation of Jor- 
danian Chambers of Commerce, 
he said. 

Dr. Mnasher said that res- 
taurants, and hotels with five or 
four-star rating can import their 
own needs of meat and merchants 
can import turkey, duck, rabbit 
and other bird meat as well as she- 
llfish, liver, frozen mutton, frozen 
veal and fish provided that these 
are packed in one kilogramme 
containers under given spe- 
cifications set by the Ministry of 
Supply. 

The Ministry of Supply, be said, 
will continue to impose a ban on 
the importation of such com- 
modities as chicken, olive oil and 
red lentils with the propose of pro- 
tecting local production. But, he 
said, once any shortage of these 
commodities appear toe ministry 
wQt move quickly to supply the 
markets with their needs. 

The Mmistiy of Supply will, 
however, continue to take control 
of foreign cigarettes imports in 
accordance with am tracts with 
manufacturers with the propose of 
preventing smuggling of these cig- 
arettes into Jordan and for col- 
lecting funds that would be used as 
aid to Jordan farmers. Dr. Mua- 
sher said. 

But, he said, the ministry plans 
» set up a special corporation that 
would be empowered to import 
and market foreign cigarettes not 
exceeding 12 million packets ann- 
ually, and the profits made from 
this will benefit Jordanian farmers 
and producers of govemment- 
substdoed crops. 

The Ministry erf Supply intends 
to draw up principles for a policy 
of fixing prices and profits based 
on recomputed systems that take 
into' Consideration the cost and 
other factors so (hat the ministry 

- wSt find it easy to control these , 
matters. Dr. Muasher added.

toe minister said. 

These projects, he explained, 
are to be regarded as economic 
ventures eligible for' obtaining 
low-interest loans in addition to 
financial incentives amounting to 
nearly five percent of toe price of 
products. 

Referring to toe Ministry of 
Supply’s projects, toe minister 
said that over toe past few years, 
toe ministry implemented projects 
for producing food supplies and 
others for storing them Eke those 
major ones carried out at Aqaba, 
Jweideh and Iibid, in addition to 
smaller cues in each govemorate. 

The ministry, he said, has built 
gram silos with a total storage cap- 
acity of 350,000 tonnes and war- 
ehouses with a capacity of 

150.000 tonnes in addition to cold 
stores that have a total capacity of 

1 1.000 tonnes. It also built a flour 
mill that produces a minimum of 
400 to 600 tonnes daily and aut- 
omated bakeries in Amman, Jw- 
eideh, Zarqa and Irbid with five 
production lines, each with a cap- 
acity of 5,000 loaves of bread per 
hour, toe minister added. 

Dr. Muasher said that these 
projects have met with noticeable 
success and have not placed any 
burden on toe treasury. He said 
that toe Ministry of Supply win 
provide these projects with mod- 
em technology and equipment 
that can enable them to achieve a 
higher level of production at a 
lower cost. 

The ministry will also bund- 
more- warehouses to store food 
supplies and w31 leave toe door 
open to the private sector to invest 
in production projects. Dr. Mua-. 
sher said. With reference to the 
Civil Service Consumer Cor- 
poration, toe minister said that it is 
to be regarded as me erf toe most 
important forms of government 
help to toe civil servants, and toe 
corporation's markets have scored 
a major success as they have eff- 
ectively contributed to reducing 
the employees’ living costs. 

- The corporation’s markets have 
become real gains for govern mem 
employees, and toe Ministry of 
Supply will continue to develop 
them and to supply them with toe 
best possible service and toe most 
convenient commodities needed 
toe employees and their fam- 
ies,hesaid.

ADC plans transport terminal project 
to organise traffic, ease congestion

AMMAN — The rate of dev- 
elopment of minor bus terminals 
throughout the dty, such as Abd- 
ali, Shabsough street and Ras-Al 
Ain, was not foreseen years ago, 
when the scarcity of major tra- 
nsportation terminals lead to their 
construction, according to Sami 
AJ-Rashid, director general of the 
Amman Development Cor- 
poration (ADC). “This situation, 
he said, “created traffic and org- 
anizational problems.” 

AJ-Rashid said that the pre- 
sence of terminals, offices, ser-’ 
vices and maintenance centres in 
narrow streets or haphazardous 
areas such as Yarmouk Street and' 
King Abdallah Street, as well as 
toe long geographical distance 
between toe present terminals and 
toe randomly distributed low cap- 
acity centres and spareparts sup- 
pliers lead to unnecessary extra 
expenses and more traffic . con- 
gestion. 

“This situation called for a sol-, 
ution which wfll take into con- 
sideration the provision of all nec- 
essities SUCh as a dminis tration - 
centres, exhibitions, public ser- 
vices and commercial centres in 
the transportation terminals. This 
solution can’t be achieved jiless a 
major plan is adapted”. Mr. Al 


Rashid explaind. 

This major plan aims to provide 
a transportation terminal in a well 
chosen and easily reachable area 
in order to comply with the dev- 
elopment of toe city. “This would 
save toe government and toe pub- 
lic both money and time, in add- 
ition to reducing toe number of 
transportation means in the dty 
and suburbs and toe high expenses 
of road maintenance and fuel,” 
Mr. Al Rashid said. 

Strategic location 

The new transport terminal pro- 
ject will be located at toe northern 
section of the capital on the ring 
road. “This is a strategic loc- 
ation”, Mr. Rashid explained, “as 
it connects together all toe ext- 
ernal and interoal travelling lines 
avoiding an additional load of veh- 
icles driving through downtown 
Amman which suffers from per- 
manent traffic congestion. “This 
location will connect the capital 
with most of the Gulf States thr- 
Zarka, and with Syria, and 
through Jerash. 

Mr. Rashid explained that the 
project wfll cover an area of app- 
roximately 70.000 square metres 
on the road which connects Tab- 
arbour, the Jerash-North hig- 
hway, the Royal Sdentific Sodety 
and Abu Nseir. 


Integrated complex 

The project will comprise a cen- 
tral terminal, a bus terminal, a car 
terminal, a maintenance and gas 
station, a fire-fighting and police 
station, commercial centres, a 
three-star hotel, a mosque, a lib- 
rary, open car parks a public park, 
a luna park and a recreational cen- 
tre. 

Mr. Al Rashid said that the 
completion of necessary studies 
and designs of toe project may last 
about nine months, after which 
the project will be carried out in- 
two phases, each of which will last 
two years. 

He added that, at the present, 
the corporation is in the process of 
acquiring the necessary land for 
this project While he hopes to be 
able to use government land, he is 
presently waiting for an answer 
from the prime minister. Once toe 
land is acquired, either through a 
government grant or bought by 
toe corporation, the project will 
be able to start 

The total cost of this project has 
been estimated at about JD eight 
million. Mr. Al Rashid said that 
attempts are presently being made 
at obtaining such a sum from one 
of three sources; foreign banks or 
societies, soft loans from foreign 
governments, or syndicated loans 
from local banks.

CAEU calls for retaliatory 
boycott measures to counter 
U.S.-Israeli free trade pact

AMMAN — The Council of Arab Economic Unity 
(CAEU) Sunday called on Arab and international 
chambers of commerce to take “tougher measures” 
in order to counteract U.S.-Israeli free trade pact 
signed in April this year. 


! At the conclusion of the 
CAEU’s 43rd ordinary session, 
toe council also called for common 
Arab action to achieve balance 
between regional and pan-Arab 
interests when implementing str- 
ategies and regional dev- 
elopmental schemes in member- 
•Arab countries, 

A number of other key dec- 
isions were announced at the end 
of toe two-day session which con- 
vened at toe level of ministers of 
economy, trade and finance. 

The couhcQ called for int- 
ensifying information media eff- 
orts to mobilise Arab efforts in. 
order to tighten the Arab boycott 
of Israel. The council called for 
better popular and official ret- 
aliatory boycott measures and 
* recommended developing org- 
anisations responsible for imp- 
lementing toe boycott 
Another council decision called 
on Arab planning minister to pro- 
‘duce an acceptable strategy for 
pan-Arab economic integration. 
A session resolution said that 
there should be more organised 
arrangements at both the regional 
and pan-Arab levels and that 
these arrangements should be fol- 


lowed in order to bypass obstacles 
impeding regional and pan- 
Arab coordination and dev- 
elopment. In this regard, toe cou- 
ncil suggested the formulation of a 
special body to organise regional' 
planning as a separate spe- 
cialisation to operate within exi- 
sting regional planning ins- 
titutions. 

Following the session, head of 
toe Jordanian delegation to toe 
session Minister of Industry, 
Trade and Supply Rajai Muasher 
told reporters that the most imp- 
ortant decision taken was to draw 
up long-term schemes in toe ind- 
ustrial field which would promote 
pan -Arab industrial integration. 

Dr. Muasher called on member 
Arab states to set up integrated 
projects which he said would eve- 
ntually have a great impact on 
long-term economic in tegration in 
toe region. 

President of the session. Syrian 
Deputy Prime Minister for Eco- 
nomic Affairs Salim Yassin did 
not comment cm toe outcome of 
toe session nor on Jordanian- 
Syrian trade cooperation when 
questions on these subjects were 
put to him. 


In terms of common industrial 
Arab projects, toe council emp- 
hasised, toe necessity of gov- 
ernmental and regional finance*, 
institutions contributing towards 
financing joint Arab projects. The 
council suggested giving priority 
to less developed Arab countries 
so that they might have the opp- 
ortunity to implement joint pro- 
jects in their countries. 

The council invited Arab min- 
isters of planning to gather at a 
meeting aimed to draw up a draft 
accord for member Arab cou- 
ntries. The accord would produce 
acceptable common strategies and 
goals for regional development. 

The next CAEU meeting will be 
convened in Amman, according to 
a decision taken at the meeting. 
The date for toe next session has 
not yet been disclosed. 

Heads of delegations and par- 
ticipants in toe CAEU session 
Sunday sent a cable of app- 
reciation to His Majesty King 
Hussein in which they expressed 
their deep gratitude to the King, 
•toe government and toe Jordanian 
people. 

The cable pledged to continue 
CAEU efforts in order to secure 
toe aims of toe Arab economic 
unity pact which, acoording to toe- 
cable, represents a milestone for 
achieving a unified Arab eco- 
nomy. 

The meeting was attended by 
Iraq. Syria. Jordan, Kuwait, 
Libya, North Yemen. Sudan, toe 
United Arab Emirates as well as 
Palestinian representatives. 


Trade team 
to purchase 
products from 
Romania 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Jordanian 
trade delegation wfll visit Rom- 
ania in July to negotiate the pur- 
chase of a number of commodities 
for toe Jordanian market. Dir- 
ector of the Trade Centres Dep- 
artment' at the Ministry of Ind- 
ustry and Trade Moh amma d Bani 
Hahi announced Sunday. 

He said that toe delegation will 
indude a number of Jor danian 
merchants. Some of toe products 
to be purchased from Romania- 
^31 be men and women's wear, 
carpets, furniture, vacuum cle- 
aners, irons, electric lights, tents 
and other equipment, musical ins- 
truments, children’s toys and orn- 
aments, Dr. Bani Hani said. 

A Romanian delegation visited . 
Jordan last month and signed con- 
tracts for toe purchase of Jor- 
danian products worth $2 millio n 
in implementation of a trade pro-, 
tocol signed by the aid of last 
'year. — 

Dr. Bani Hani made toe ann- 
ouncement soon after his return to 
Amman Sunday from Yugoslavia' 
where he took part in a meeting of 
public sector corporations in dev- 
eloping nations which concluded 
in Belgrade last week. 

He said that toe delegates, rep- 
resenting most developing nat- 
ions, discussed toe possibility of 
expanding trade exchange bet- 
ween non-aligned nations as well 
as toe exchange of information 
and expertise in barter trade to : 
overcome the problem of hard 
currency and to reduce obstacles 
impeding such trade deals. 


Revenues from industrial 
exports register increase 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan's total 
exports of industrial products 
were worth JD 35,209,851 in the 
first quarter of 1985, compared 
with JD 32,872,889 in the same 
period of 1984, according to a sta- 
tistical bulletin issued by toe 
Amman Chamber of Industry. 

The bulletin said that Iraq was 
toe major importer of these .pro- 
ducts followed by Saudi Arabia, 
with the former, importing JD 
13,193,581 worth Of Jor danian 
products wh tie toe latter imported 
goods worth JD 4,881,581 in toe 
first quarter of this year. Other 
main importers included Syria, 


which imported goods worth JD 
1 ,700,295 and Kuwait which imp- 
orted JD 559,448 worth of ind- 
ustrial products, toe bulletin said. 

Acoording to the bulletin. Jor- 
dan's exports were mainly leather, 
plastic and chemical products, 
cosmetics, furniture, doors, kit- 
chens, engineering and con- 
struction materials,, paper, sta-. 
tionery, textile goods, tobacco and 
cigarettes. 

Apart from importing industrial 
products, Iraq also imported food 
supplies worth JD 2.238,174 in 
toe first quarter of this year, toe 
bulletin added. 


Four more offices to handle 
vehicle licencing by post 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Communications Mohyeddin Al 
Husseini has decided to introduce 
toe postal renewal of private veh- 
icle licences to Zahran, Marqa, Al 


Jofah, and Al Mahatta post offices 
as of July 1 . These four offices are 
in addition to 10 post offices 
where this service was introduced' 
earlier this year. 


Hmoud urges council heads 
to finalise land purchases 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
toe Environment Marwan Al 
Hmoud has urged heads of mun- 
icipal and village councils in Jor- 
dan to finalise ownership pro- 
cedures for land purchased by 
these councils for public use and 
other services. 

In a circular, toe minister said 
that procedures should be carried 
out as soon as possible because a 
delay could later create problems 
and complications in land reg- 
istration. He stressed the peed to 


pay full compensation or the full 
price to toe original owners fol- 
lowing the purchase of land and 
the transfer of ownership deeds to 
the council in question. 

In case land owners refuse to 
sell land which is uigently req- 
uired for the councils’ services, the 
director of toe Central Land and 
Survey Department in Amman 
would authorise toe registration 
and would deposit the cost of toe 
land with local authorities until it 
is claimed by toe original land- 
owners. the circular said.

Arab League mechanisms need to be renewed 


WHETHER the planned Arab 
summit conference takes place 
or noL there can be no change 
in the real situation prevailing 
in the A rab World. All the con- 
tradictions still exist and it is 
doubtful if the com big summit 
will bring harmony among the 
Arab leaders, all agreeing on 
the same objectives and the 
same course of action designed, 
to achieve the aspired for' 
common goals. 

When the late leader of 
Egypt Jamal Abdul Nasser cal- 
led for the first ever Arab 
summit in Cairo, it was dear 
that the Egyptian leader meant 
to confront the Israeli threat of 
diverting the waters of the 
River Jordan, and that he was 


unable to do anything about it 
despite support from die so- 
called progressive Arab states. 
Finding himself unable to sho- 
ulder this national res- 
ponsibility alone, he called for 
an Arab summit meeting in 
order to allow the Arab nation 
to take a share in this res- 
ponsibility. 

In implementation of the 
first Arab summit in Cairo, all 
Arab countries, progressive or 
otherwise, embarked on pro- 
grammes and measures aimed 
at strengthening themselves 
militarily and making ready to 
counter Israel's plans to divert 
the river waters for its own int- 
erest. 

A second summit followed 


the Erst in Alexandria, but it 
was dear that the Arabs were 
not in agreement as they had 
been before and no sooner the 
summit had begun than dis- 
putes and divisions started to. 
surface cm the scene, and Arab 
plans achieved nothing vis- 
a-vis Israel's programmes. 

The idea of holding an Arab 
summit was found necessary at 
{he beginning in order to work 
out joint Arab defence mea- 
sures against Israel’s hostile 
plans. Tne summits were the- 
refore tactical strategies nec- 
essitated by Arab impotence, 
or disasters that hit the Arab 
World altogether. 

The Arab leaders, thr- 
oughout their summit con- 


ferences, have not followed the 
example of the European 
Community members or the 
eastern Comecon bloc who, 
whenever confronted by a pro- 
blem, sit together to work out 
dear policies and draw up 
plans tor execution. They too 
disagree among themselves 
like the Arab leaders, but thr- 
ough dialogue, they normally 
found solutions for their pro- 
blems by reaching common 
grounds for action, or through 
offering concessions to one 
another with the purpose of 
arriving at an agreement. 

Most Arab summit meetings 
used to add with some of the 
poorer Arab states obtaining 


promises for aid from the a3- 
pTodudng nations, but they fai- 
led to agree on away to ove- 
rcome difficulties that might 
arise, specially when .the min- 
ority sometimes refuses to 
abide by resolutions or might 
opt to stay out of joint action. 

The imposed policy of con- 
sensus had been wrong and had 

led to a weakening of Arab 
stands as much as it had been 
the root cause for further dis- 
cord among Arab countries. 
Arab summits of late have not 
been attended by all the mem- 
bers of the Arab League, and at 
the Amman summit, four seats 
remained vacant We often 
wonder what slops Arab lea- 


ders from coming to an imp- 
ortant meeting designed to 
thrash out differences and 
reach acceptable soLutkms- If 
foe minority of Arab countries 
refuse to attend, let them, and 
foe rest should gather at the 
summit level to seek solutions 
for their oommon issues. 

It has never been thought 
that only through the presence 
of 20 Arab leaders can sol- 
utions be found. What is req- 
uired from Arab countries now 
is to find a new system that can 
normalise and organise inter- 
Arab relations. Arab leaders 
are called on to find a way to 
forego obsolete systems that 
have led to undesirable results. 


Hassan voices alarm over nuclear race 


T\VO VERY important points are bound to dominate the 
planned Jordanian expatriates conference due to be held in 
Amman in three weeks' time. The first point concerns the 
contribution of these expatriates both to their homeland and 
the country employing them at present, and the second con- 
cerns Jordan’s arrangements for absorbing expatriates ret- 
urning home to settle down and plans to enable them to invest 
their savings if they intend to do so or to find them suitable jobs. 

Statistics have shown that more than a quarter of a million 
Jordanians are employed abroad and tint they have been 
transferring savings and other funds to Jordan at the rate of JD 
350 to JD 400 million annually . The expatriates' transfers have 
been rightly regarded as a major source of revenue for Jordan. 
The expatriates have also contributed towards bolstering Jor- 
dan's ties with Arab countries through their skill, high sta- 
ndards and efficiency in all fields. 

More and more of these expatriates are expected to be ret- 
aining to Jordan from now on in view of the current world 
economic recession and the on-going Iran-Iraq war that left 
negative impacts on the economies of the Gulf states, and 
severely curtailed their development projects. But some will 
continue to find work in the Gulf Arab states and will continue 
to transfer funds to Jordan for investment. 

With this in mind, it is quite reasonable for ns to urge the 
government In general and the Ministry of Labour and Social 
Development in particular to undertake two essential tasksthat 
are not only bound to make the forthcoming conference a 
success, but will help both Jordan and the expatriates plan 
ahead. 

The fast such task for us., to undertake is to make ample 
preparations for the conference after sending out teams to 
gather expatriates’ ideas and proposal^. 1 and by comingnp with 
carefully drawn op ideas oh H^gstments^^^^ty~ai^ seriT^ 
offered to the expatriates still employed abroad and means of 
absorbing returning people in Jordan. 

The second point concerns the government’s assurances to 
the expatriates about a healthy economic atmosphere in the 
country. In our view, these are important dements to be rec- 
koned with if the organisers of the conference wish to achieve 
success. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: Departure from commitments 

IT IS really hard to imagine the reasons behind an attack by Ahmad 
Al Sa’doun. speaker of Kuwait's parliament, against Jordan and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO), and it is difficult to ima- 
gine what Kuwait would gain out of this campaign. Sa'doun realises 
that Jordan and the PLO are making joint moves designed to save the 
occupied Arab lands and their inhabitants and not to abandon them. 
He knows that the joint moves have been backed Arab countries and 
did not come as a unilateral initiative. Also Sa'doun's statement does 
not mark a new policy adopted by the government of Kuwait towards 
Jordan, the PLO and other A rab countries which Sa'doun attacked in 
his speech to parliament in the past week. 

Kuwait is known to be supporting Arab consensus and 
Jordanian-PLO moves at the international level to help bring about 
an end to the sufferings of the Palestinian people under Israeli rule. 

Sa'doun's call for ending aid to Jordan and the PLO is a departure 
from commitments to Arab summit resolutions and a way shirking 
Kuwait’s responsibility towards Arab brethren and drawing the cou- 
ntry into isolation from the Arab World. 

Al Dustour: Summit is of paramount 
importance 

NO-ONE knows yet the fate of the coming Arab summit meeting, 
proposed by Arab League Secretary General Chadli Klibi. There are 
indications that differences about the summit its venue and date still 
exist, and it is not clear whether it will be held on July 27 as Klibi had 
suggested. Of course, this situation does not justify any optimism on 
the pan of Arab countries interested in holding the summit On the 
contrary, the Arab masses are now led to believe that this summit 
might not be held at all. unless most of the Arab slates have displayed 
full readiness to attend and to abide by the decisions of the majority. 
An A rab summit is of paramount importance For the A rab countries 
in the wake of the bloodbath in Lebanon, and in view of the con- 
tinuing Gulf war and the occupation of Arab territories by Israel. 

The Arab leaders should take stock of the events and should be 
able to decide on future steps at the coming summit. We hope that the 
Arab League and its secretary general will finally succeed in can- 
vassing Arab support for such' a high-level meeting that would play 
an important role in shaping future events in our'region. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Summit could only be 
beneficial 

ONCE AGAIN we feel that the endeavours for holding an Arab 
summit next month are beginning to falter, Morocco has originally 
cajled for the summit in the coming month, but the date and venue of 
this summit were cause for differences among Arab states and the 
delay in responding for the call to meet. We realise that a meeting by 
Arab leaders will only be a moral gain for the Arab Nation and a 
chance for Arab leaders to re-examine problems besetting the Arab- 
w ®dd ^ ftai loom in the offing. 

We are certain that unless these leadens are determined to work 
seriously to solve their countries problems and end inter-Arab dif- 
ferences, nothing can be achieved. But first of all. A rab governments 
should pave die way for foe summit if they want it lo make any 
success. 3 

Jordan is willing to atteod the coming summit and has worked 
positively towards ending differences among Arab states out of its 
belief of foe need of Arab consensus and Arab solidarity at times of 
danger. But certain Arab countries have been directing their att- 
ention somewhere else, towards affairs that can only cause further' 
dean-ay to Arab ranks. 


Following is die Jull text of a speech delivered by His Royal Highness, 
Crown Prince Hassan at die “ Colloquium of die Group de BeUerive ” 
in Geneva on Friday. The “ Colloquium of die Group de Bellerive" 
was devoted to "Nuclear War: Nuclear Proliferation and Their Con- 
sequences" and was attended by a number of leading international 
intellectuals, politicians and national leaders, including Group de 
BeUerive Chairman Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan, Swedish Prime 
Minister Olof Palme, US. Senator Edward Kennedy, British MP 
David Owen, US. Assistant Defence Secretary Richard Perle, former 
American diplomat Kenneth Galbraith, Mr. Carlos Andres Perez of 
Venezuela, Prof. Sune Bergstrom of Sweden, Dr. Subrahmanyam of 
India, Mr. Regin Debray of France, Prof. Mohammad Abdus Salaam 
of Pakistan. Prof. Ali'Mazrui of Kenya, Mr. Michel de Perrot of 
Switzerland, Mr. Jiadong (Jian of China, Mr. Mohammad Shaker of 
Egypt, Mr.Jayanta Dhanapala of Sri Lanka, Prof. Jose Goldemberg 
of Brazil, and Dr. Yevgeny P. Velikhov , Dr. Georgy Arbatov, Dr. 
A. A. Kokoshin and Prof. Anatoly Gromyko of the Soviet Union. The 
Cro wn Prince's speech, entitled "Regional Conflicts and Nuclear Sta- 
tes involvement - Could a Regional Conflict Trigger a Nuclear War 
between the Superpowers?", was an assessment of the Islamic World's 
view towards die global nuclear arms race. 


Mr. Chairman. Ladies and gen- 
' tlemen, 

I come here from a part of the 
world where moderation is inc- 
reasingly viewed as a sign of wea- 
kness "and where might is often 
considered right. The rule of law is 
replaced by the law of the jungle in 
the name of political necessity or 
military expediency. Some com- 
mit acts of aggression and call 
them pre-emptive actions. Others 
commit acts of violence and call 
them heroism. 

, When nations and individuals 
start -following dual principles and 
apply double standards, when tra- 
ditional values begin to erode and 
myopic opportunism replaces 
far-sighted policy, then chaos fol- 
lows, bringing in its wake death 
and desolation. The pattern is 
well-known in human history. But 
never before has homo-sapiens 
faced the prospect of total ann- 
ihilation. Regrettably, foe nuclear 
age has brought man more kno- 
wledge but not more wisdom. 

I speak here In my personal 
capacity as a human being deeply 
concerned by what we are doing to 
ourselves and to the planet we 
inhabit. It is this concern which led 
me to initiate, along with prince 
Sadruddin, foe formation of an 
Independent Commission on Int- 
ernational Humanitarian Issues. 
In that framework, we have dis- 
cussed the humanitarian dim- 
ension of the nuclear dilemma. I 
wish to express my deep app- 
reciation to him for the energy and 
time he has devoted to organising 
this timely meeting to precede the 
NFT review conference later this 
summer. I also welcome this opp- 
ortunity provided by the Groupe 
de Bellerive to comment on spe- 
cific aspects of the nuclear pro- 
blem relating to foe Muslim 
World. 

In the volatile Middle East to 
which I belong and where a global 
confrontation could well begin, we 
must think even more than els- 
ewhere about the problem of nuc- 
lear proliferation. Meetings such 
as this one where individuals can 
freely express their concerns are 
most helpful in cristailising thi- 
nking at international and inter- 
governmental level. I sincerely 
hope that this meeting will have 
some constructive thoughts to 
offer the NPT review conference. 
Mr. Chairman, 

I have been asked to present a 
view from the Muslim world rel- 
ating lo nuclear weapons and reg- 
ional conflicts. Let me start by say- 
ing foal there is no single view 
from the Muslim World. The view 
largely depends upon the geo- 
graphical and strategic position of 
the viewer. There is. con- 
sequently, a whole range of views, 
of perceptions, and mis- 
perceptions. In fact, if I were to 
assert that the Muslim world is div- 
ided in its attitudes and policies, I 
might be credited for having made 
“the understatement of the year*’. 
I hasten to add that the Muslim 
world is certainly not divided in its 
aspirations and in its pursuit of 
unity and cohesion, however elu- 
sive that goal may be. 

Before addressing the specific 
question whether regional con- 
flicts can trigger nuclear war bet- 
ween foe super-powers, some 
general remarks relevant to the 
Muslim World might be in order. 

1, First, the Muslim World 
today is not a single entity. Mus- 
lims are spread around the globe. 


from Indonesia to Afghanistan, 
from Iran to Sudan, covering the 
whole of foe Middle and Near 
East and much of Africa. The 
Arab World, in population terms, 
is only a small part of the Muslim 
World although in the minds of 
many in the West. Muslim and 
Arab Worlds are almost syn- 
onymous. I suspect that, for the 
common man, the world Muslim 
evokes the image of ofl rather than 
Islam. 

In addition to the Muslim cou- 
ntries as sueb^foere are very large 
. minorities ofiWusI ims, numbering 
teps of ntiltiqps, in important cou- 
ntries such as China, the Soviet 
Union and India. The Muslim 
world, consequently, is composed 
of very disparate historical, cul- 
tural, political, economic and soc- 
ial backgrounds. Unfortunately, 
sweeping generalisations and dis- 
torted images have led to a sit- 
uation where for countless mil- 
lions, Muslim means fanatic, Arab 
means oD, Palestinian means ter- 
rorist, Shi'ite means fun- 
damentalist and so on. Such hac- 
kneyed notions and ill-founded 
cliches are serious impediments to 
constructive dialogue and to pro- 
motion of peace and security. 

2. Secondly, what binds the 
Muslim World together are the 
tenets of Islam whose primary 
source is the Koran. It lays down 
clearly basic principles relating to 
warfare although their rnt- 
eip relation in terms of modem 
armed conflicts is not as adequate 
as it could be. Let me give a few 
examples. In Surah Q, Verse 190, 
it is said: “Fight in the way of God 
against those who fight against 
you, but begin not hostilities’’. 
Translated into nuclear jargon, 
this means : “No first strike". If all 
states were to follow this inj- 
unction, logically it should mean 
“no war’’. Unfortunately, there 
are certain modem notions such as 
pre-emptive strike and legitimate 
self-defence which have been twi- 
sted into justifications for agg- 
ression. As far as the Muslim 
World is concerned, in the nuclear 
field, there is no shred of evidence 
that any state intends to gp against 
this injunction. In any event, the 
question for the time being is the- 
oretical since no Muslim state has 
nuclear weapons. 

The Surah continues (191JI): 
“And drive them out of the places 
whence they drove you out. for 
persecution is worse than sla- 
ughter". This is very relevant to 
the situation in the Middle East 
but not so much to foe nuclear 
context I will, therefore, pass on 
without comment to foe next verse 
(I94JI): 

“And one who attacked] you. 
attack him in like manner." In 
nuclear terms, it could mean ret- 
aliation with atomic weapons. But 
here, proper interpretation is 
important. The established Mus- 
lim Humanitarian law and practice 
since the times of the Prophet for- 
bid indiscriminate killing. In a nuc- 
lear exchange, this is impossible. 
This aspect which relates to mass 
. destruction weapons leads me to 
my third general remark. 

3. The most disturbing and tra- 
gic aspect of contemporary war- 
fare is foe increasing lack of res- 
pect for humanitarian norms and 
for foe legal framework so pai- 
nstakingly built And here I am 
referring not to foe Geneva con- 
ventions and protocols but also to 
foe injuction of Islam which has 



been followed since its outset. 
There should be no indiscriminate 
kilting of civilians, no mass des- 
truction, etc In contemporary 
armed conflicts, on the contrary, it 
is foe innocent civilians who pay 
the highest price in terms of life 
and property. The use of nuclear 
or even non-nuclear mass des- 
truction weapons practically, 
means writing off the whole sys- 
tem of humanitarian law. Legal 
norms have their importance even 
though politicians and military 
strategists sometimes tend to look 
down upon them. This is why, a 
few days ago, we in the fnd r 
epeadent Commission issued a 
special appeal to governments to 
adhere to the international ins- 
truments in their own interest It is 
worthwhile noting in this con- 
nection that certain members of 
the nuclear club made res- 
ervations at foe time of signing foe 
protocols additional to foe Gen- 
eva Conventions in respect of nuc- 
lear weapons. 

4. Fourthly, foe nature of armed 
conflicts has changed considerably 
over foe last few decades. Und- 
eclared interstate wars or internal 
conflicts, often aided by external 
factors are now widespread. Vio- 
lence and terrorism have become 
a part of military strategy. They 
are used by governments as much 
as by non -governmental factions. 
In such a chaotic situation, it is not 
inconceivable that nuclear dev- 
ices, however crude, may become 
available to groups of terrorists 
who may consider nuclear bla- 
ckmail a yiable option to achieve 
their eaals. 

5. Fifthly, I wish to point to foe 
incompatibility between nuclear 
non-proliferation and Western 
commercial interests. If the North 
does not wish horizontal pro- 
liferation, it* must not only take 
effective measures in this regard 
but also resist foe temptation to 
make money. This means not only 
a greater control of the dealings of 
nuclear industry but also greater 
vigilance wifo regard to the sale or 
theft of materials that can be used 
for production of' nuclear wea- 
pons. 

6. Finally, while our pre- 
occupation wifo nuclear pro- 
liferation is fully justified, it is 
equally important to pay attention 
to the so-called near-nuclear wea- 
pons. Development and pro- 
liferation of mass destruction 
non-nuclear weapons is as haz- 
ardous to man’s future as nuclear 
weapons. Perhaps even more so, 
since these weapons can be more 
easily produced or become more 
easily accessible. 

Mr. Chairman, 

Bearing in mind these general 
considerations, I would now turn 
to the specific question of regional 
conflicts and foe possible inv- 


olvement of nuclear weapon sta- 
tes. I nave chosen to concentrate 
on the Middle East rather than the 
Muslim World because it seems to 
me to be foe area where regional 
conflicts are more likely to trigger 
off a nuclear war. Such an eve- 
ntuality is conceivable either on 
foe basis of a conventional armed 
conflict degenerating into a nuc- . 
lear exchange or a nuclear first str- 
ike by a small country on account 
of perceived threat to its national 
security. In both cases, it may not 
be easy to confine foe conflict wit- 
hin regional limits. For over two 
decades, foe possibility of a nuc- 
lear exchange has been envisaged 
in foe Middle Eastern context 
There are many concrete reasons 
for this: 1 1. First, foe frequency 
of armed conflicts in the region: In 
addition to major Arab -Israeli 
wars in 1948, '1956, 1967, 1973 
and 1982 and foe on-going Gulf 
war, there have been numerous 
armed actions, provocations and 
acts of terrorism or violence. To 
say that foe area is vulnerable and 
accident prone would be to und- 
erstate its recent history. 

2. Secondly, foe intractability of 
foe Arab-Isteeli conflict: It has 
become more complex and res- 
istant to solution over time. In 
fact, time seems to be against sol- 
utions and against healing of wou- 
nds. 

3. Thirdly, the superpowers 
have been deeply entangled, if not 
directly in foe conflict then cer- 
tainly in foe conflict resolution 
processes, in all foe major Arab- 
Israeli wars and in most other local 
conflicts. Middle East conflicts 
have led to superpower con- 
frontations in the past These 

E owere are also known to have 
eea involved in transmitting nuc- 
lear materials to foe area.- 

4. Fourthly, foe importance of 
foe Middle East to the sup- 
erpowers and to other ind- 
ustrialised countries both in com- 
mercial and historical terms, con- 
tinues to be immense. The pol- 
itical commitment of foe sup- 
erpowers is as deep as ever. In the 
United States, foe salience of 
Middle Eastern issues in domestic 
policies has never been as high. 
On foe other hand Soviet com- 
mitment to a Third World country 
has reportedly seldom exceeding 
its present involvement in Syria. 

5. Finally, nuclear weapons are 
already in foe Middle EasL The 
United States maintains nuclear 
weapons in Turkey and aboard 
nuclear-armed submarines in and 
around foe waters of the Middle 
East. ■ More significantly Israel 
possesses nuclear capability and is 
known to deploy nuclear missiles. 
Its nuclear programmes have ben- 
efited from foe direct or indirect 
support of nuclear and near- 
nudear powers including South 
Africa. 


I do not wish to be the prophet 
of doom. I would rather opt for 
hope and optimism. The fact is, 
nonetheless, that it is not unr- 
ealistic to coasider the Middle 
East as the area which is most vul- 
nerable to nudear confrontation. 
In a purely academic spirit and in 
order to facilitate discussion, let 
me elaborate on three possible 
scenarios. 

1. First, let us consider foe pos- 
sibility of foe use of nudear arms 
by Israel which is foe only power 
in the region to possess them. It is. 
therefore unlikely that Israel 
would ‘simply opt for a surprise 
nudear attack on an Arab cou- 
ntry. There is no military or pol- 
itical advantage for Israel to do so. 
There are, however, two factors 
which could lead to a posable con- 
sideration of the nudear option. 
One- is foe possibility of yet ano- 
ther conventional Arab -Israeli 
war which drags on, degenerating 
into a war of attrition. The con- 
tinued loss of life and foe internal 
political pressures may lead Israel 
to consider foe possibility of cut- 
ting short foe conflict by nuclear 
means. If so, there is no guarantee 
that foe Soviet Union would not 
come to the rescue of foe Arab 
side, thus leading to general con- 
flagration. The other factor could 
be deployment and use of inc- 
reasingly sophisticated missiles of 
mass destruction in foe region 
which may invite midear ret- 
aliation under intense internal pol- 
itical pressure. 

2. The second hypothesis rep- 
resents a departure from foe tra- 
ditional patterns. It is conceivable 
that within the foreseeable future, 
miniaturised nuclear devices, 
crude but nonetheless lethal in 
urban areas, become available in 
foe market place. Suppose these 
are acquired by a group which 
finds foe Middle East a fertile gro- 
und for trying out its own twisted 
design of social order. The nudear 
dimension gives to these rad- 
icalised groups the rare chance of 
holding foe world to ransom. Due 
to mutual mistrust, foe situation 
could conceivably degenerate into 
a wider conflict. 

3. The third scenario I propose 
is not altogether hypothetical 
since it almost happened in 1973. 
There is nothing to suggest that it 
could not happen again. During 
foe last decade, political ali- 
gnments and personalities have 
changed, so have military cap- 
abilities. But the fundamental sit- 
uation has not. In 1973, different 
perceptions of foe situation and 
other factors unrelated to the act- 
ual position in foe fidd led the 
superpowers to the brink of nuc- 
lear exchange. The limited ability 
of either superpower to control its 
regional allies and foe pace of hos- 
tilities with foe possibility of mis- 
calculation, are factors which can 
bring about a situation com- 
parable to 1973. The details of foe 
1 973 situation are too well-known 
for me to tax your patience. .The 
pomtlwishtoemplrasiseisthatno 
basic change has occurred in foe 
Middle East since 1973. 

Mr. Chairman, 

I have suggested these scenarios 
not because I underestimate foe 
caution that the superpowers may 
excerdse in foe event of another 
war in the Middle East After all, 
despite their differences, the sup- 
erpowers also have oommon int- 
erests and shared responsibilities. 
They know better than others 
what a nudear exchange can 
mean. I also do not underestimate 
foe abilities of foe regional pow- 
ers. The point, though, is: If one 
knows one cannot use a weapon, 
why have it? The question may 
sound naive, but it is not only any 
more naive than to build up foe 
capadty to annihilate the human 
race 25 times over when one 

knows that do tig so once would be 
more than sufficient 
Turning now to foe Non- 
ProUferatioo Treaty which is foe 
focal point of tins meeting, lei me 
say that foe countries which are 
viewed by some as troublesome — 
Iran, Iraq, Libya,' Syria, and. of 
course, my own country — are all 
parties to the NPT. Let us hope 
that others can follow their exa- 
mple. Adhesion to NFT is a mea- 


sure of a country’s good faith with 
regard to foe use of nudear power. 
International agreements and tre- 
aties by foemsdves do not suffice 
to safeguard what they contain. It 
is the political will and shared per- 
ceptions which give them real 
meaning. Experience has shown 
that in times of war, international 
agreements are either mis- 
interpreted to suit the cir- 
cumstances or conveniently for- 
gotten. The problem is that man 
has not yet learnt to think in global 
terms. Parochial, national int- 
erests or simply national pride and 
desire for power are allowed to 
prevail upon the interest of man- 
kind. Specifically in the nudear 
case, horizontal proliferation can- 
not be avoided if vertical pro- 
liferation is not contained. The 
legitimate expectations of the 
South must not be frustrated if the 
hopes of the North are to be rea- 
lised. 

In this context, let me venture a 
few conducting remarks. 

1. NPT must not be allowed to 
wither away, due to foe debate on 
horizontal and vertical pro- 
liferation. 

2. The International Atomic 
Energy Agency should be str- 
engthened and given foe man- 
datory and financial means to 
carry out more effectively its saf- 
eguarding cask. In this connection, 
it would be worthwhile td* Ve- 
examine the proposal for the est- 
ablishment of an International 
Satellite Monitoring Agency 
(ISMA). 

3. There should be a mor- 
atorium, on nudear tests at the 
global Ieveirwifo an adequately 
effective system to single out those 
who may directly or indirectly vio- 
late it. 

4. Even though NPT does not 
directly encourage regional de- 
nudearised peace zone, it would 
be worthwhile to consider more 
actively their establishment as a 
trangfcle proof of non-nuclear 
intentions by the countries con- 
cerned. This would naturally req- 
uire adequate gurantees of nat- 
ional security. In this context. I 
wish to reiterate the need for a 
nuclear-free zone of peace for the 
Middle East The proposal has 
been discussed in recent years 
without much progress. It can 
become possible if the fou- 
ndations for a just and durable 
peace are laid. 

In the first analysis, the only eff- 
ective constraints on conduct of 
states are those which are setf- 


cewise, in foe nuclear fidd, 
the moral responsibility of sci- 
entists must be emphasised. What 
is foe use of knowledge whose 
main purpose is to destroy? Why 
develop technology which can 
only serve to kill those who dev- 
elop it and all others as well? Why 
spend $2 million per minute on 
military expenditure when we 
know that arms have never bro- 
ught about a durable solution to 
any problem? Why have an arms 
race which cannot be won and 
which can only enhance the dan- 
ger of total annihilation? 

' These questions may sound 
simplistic. But they do call for 
convincing answers. Anns ind- 
ustries must undergo conversion 
to the extent possible. Dus will not 
be easy but those who live on arms 
must have alternate means of pro- 
fit. Similarly, the inner dynamic of 
the war machine needs to be tur- 
ned to peaceful goals.

High sch- 
ools and elementary schools are 
popular sites for these speeches. 
But Hollywood stars who are EIC 
members have also testified bef- 
ore the US. Congress about Hol- 
lywood's efforts to dcglamoorise 
drug and alcohol use. 

In addition, the EIC has helped 
fie McDonald fasat-food org- 
anisation develop a national radio 
campaign against drug abuse.

Australia favours immigrants 
with good English and money

SYDNEY — Australia’s ideal 
future immigrant will be a young 
English-speaking foreign exc- 
hange dealer, not an elderly fes- 
jauraicur whose command of fie 
"language is limited. 

Immigration Minister Chris 
Harford, who will implement a 
new policy favouring. English - 
speakers and business people with 
capita] or expertise, says he wants 
to combat an unemployment rate 
of up to 30 per cent among some 
groups of recent arrivals. 

-Many of the migrants, esp- 
ecially from Asia, work in or run 
restaurants. But Mr. Hurford told 
Reuters in an interview: “We 
can’t go on having more and more 
restaurants. There’s not much 
fiat’s very productive aboutthat.” 

The change in policy followed 
an upsurge in public debate on 
inutigraiioa last year. Letters to 
newspapers, callers to radio 
ybone-in programmes and some 
opposition politicians accused fie 
Labour government of favouring 
Asians, especially Indochinese 
refugees, at fie expense of tra- 
ditional British and European 
migrants. 

Assn community leaders in fib 
country have already attacked fie 
new : system as dbcrimiqaiory. 
They say it is reminiscent of the 
“while Australia” policy that rig- 
idly restricted non-European 
. immigration from the turn of the 
hratary until the early 1970s.

of Australians probably did not 
want more immigration, fearing 
the loss of their own jobs. 

Entrepreneurs were needed to 
boost the economy. Enterprises 
such as Vietnamese restaurants 
could not absorb the quota of 
82,000 to 84,000 migrants in fie 
coming 12 months. 

Mr. Hurford said Australia 
hoped to double to 20,000 its int- 
ake of business people with a mil- 
lion Australian dollars (670,000 
U.S.) to invest or entrepreneurs 
with a successful track record. 

Among these he had tn mind 
were banking specialists for Aus- 
tralia’s deregulated financial sec- 
tor coming from New York or 
Hong Kong, manufacturing and 
mining entrepreneurs from Kula 
Lumpur, and defies designers 
from Rome. 

The minister acknowledged 
fiat immigration by business peo- 
ple had been disappointing last 
year — only 10.000 out of a quota 
of i 6,000. 

But for others. Australia is a 
sought-after destination. 

“We’re getting about two mil- 
lion inquiries for 80,000-odd pla- 
ces. In fact if we left some of fie 
offices at places like Damascus 
and New Delhi open a little longer 
we’d have four million inquiries,” 
Mr. Hurford said. 

Vietnamese community leader 
Him Chieu Duong, who expects 
fewer immigrants front Asia now, 
has said he is very disappointed at 
a new emphasis placed on fie 
English-language abilities of rel- 
atives seeking to join migrants alr- 
eady here. 

Mr. Hurford argued that the 
new rules, which do not affect fie 
entry of dose family members 
such as spouses and dependent 
children, would protect migrants 
from 30 per cent unemployment 
in some communities, especially 
among Vietnamese and Lebanese.

“Thqre really is a change in 
what's happening (in lyrics)” 
commented Avraham Forman ' 
who works for fie U.S. National 


Institute on Drug Abuse. “The 
number and kind of pro drug mes- 
sages are getting less, the number 
of anti-drug messages are inc- 
reasing.” 

Mr. Foreman cited as an exa- 
mple the song “King Heroin: 

■ Don't Mess Wifi Heroin.’’ a 
“rap-style” song Mr. Forman des- 
cribed as “down and dirty stuff — 
veiy clearly anti-heroin.” Ano- 
ther example is fie song “Smu- 
ggler's Blues” written by Glen 
Frye, a member of fie rock group 
fie “Eagles.” Mr. Fiye wrote fie 
song for a segment of fie tel- 
evision series “Miami Vice” in 
which he starred. The song emp- 
hasises fie hazards of trading in 
illegal drugs, as did fie episode of 
“Miami Vice” for which it was 
written. Video versions of both of 
these songs are played on the pop- 
ular cable television music video 
programme “Music Television.” 

Another “rap-style” song cal- 
led “White Lines” by fie group 


Grand Master Flash discusses the 
negative side of cocaine use and 
dearly urges listeners to avoid the 
drag. 

“There are still a reasonable 
amount of drug oriented lyrics 
about,” according to Karst Bes- 
teman. fie executive director of 
the Alcohol and Drue Problems 
Association of Norm America 
(ADPA). 

“But they mainly come from 
heavy metal and punk rock mus- 
icians whose format is still based 
on how outrageous they can be — 
fiat's fieir gjmmick. That's how 
they get attention. 

“The mainstream performers 
are doing things to keep fieir rep- 
utation upright.” he added. For 
insumce. Stevie Wonder recently 
released a song persuading people 
to avoid drinking alcohol before 
driving, and Michael Jackson is 
known for his so-called “squeaky 
dean” lifestyle. 

“There is a lot less reference to 


(drug use) in the lyrics today,” 
agreed Tom Gauger, a disc jockey 
for WMAL, the A.M. radio sta- 
tion wifi fie largest audience in 
Washington. “It's changed a lot,” 
continued Mr. Gauger who has 
been a disc jockey since 1958. 

The effect of these messages is 
still in doubt. Marijuana use is 
down among high school seniors 
and those between 12 and 17 
years old. according to UJS. gov- 
ernment surveys comparing use in 
1982 and 1984 to use in 1977. but 
cocaine use has roughly doubled 
in all age groups between 1977 
and 1982. 

Mr. Besteman of fie ADPA 
attributes fie increase of cocaine 
use to price drops and the por- 
trayal — up until about eight 
months ago — of cocaine as being 
less dangerous than it really is.

Since turning professional in 
1978, the. year she shocked Nav- 
ratilova to reach toe U.S. Open 
final as a 16-year-old, Shriver has 
been plagued with a chronic sho- 
ulder injuiy and tennis elbow. 


“At toe Australian Open last, 
year, the pain was from my wrist 
right up to my shoulder,” said the 
22-year-old from toe Baltimore 
suburb of Lutherville. 

“It was a tough decision dro- 
pping out and it probably cost me 
about 5100,000 to 150,000.

He said he expected the Paris 
Club of creditor countries to meet 
by September or October at the 
latest to agree on rescheduling the 
remaining portion of the amount 
in long-term government or 
government-guaranteed loans. 

Sudan would also approach the 
Wprld Bank for balance of pay- 
ment support, he added. 

He said Sudan would convert 
the S 450 million debt into Swiss 
francs, because of the currency’s 
current low rate of interest, with 
Option to reconvert it into dollars 
at repayment time. 

Mr. Abdul Magied put the 
domestic loan at four billion Sud- 
anese pounds (about SI. 6 billion) 
and inflation at 100 per cent. 

“We’ve had 16 years of com- 
plete economic destruction (under 
Numeiri) and the government is 
doing everything to put the eco- 
nomy on the right keel by April 
when it will hand over power to a 
civilian government," he added.

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Israel may impose emergency measures 


TEL AVIV ( AP) — Israel’s cabinet began discussion 
on Sunday of emergency measures designed to cut 
government spending and brake inflation, which is 
running at about 400 per . cent a year. 


Newspaper and radio reports 
said Prime Minister Shimon Peres' 

coalition government was con- 
sidering proposals to impose a 
wide range of austerity measures 
by decree. 

The plans were reportedly wor- 
ked out in secret by the finance 
ministry and (he prune minister's 
office following die failure of the 
government's price and wage res- 
traint policy to brake inflation and 
its inability to cany out the spe- 
nding cuts. 

Israel radio reported that the 
cabinet temporarily broke off its 
economic debate in order to cla- 
rify the legal implications of its 
plans. 

The government has faced cri- 
ticism both here and in the United 
States for its failure to make ser- 
ious spending cuts or reduce inf- 
lation significantly from the rec- 
ord level of 445 per cent in 1984. 

Israel has requested a total of $4 


billion in U5. civilian and military 
aid (his year, including emergency 
aid to prevent a foreign currency 
.crisis. 

The proposed measures rep- 
ortedly included: 

— A cut in government spe- 
nding of $400-700 million from 
die $23 billion budget. This wuld 
be pan of the $1.5 billion cuts 
approved last year but not yet 
completed. The spending cuts in 
ministerial budgets were expected 
to throw tens of thousands of pub- 
lic servants out of work. 

—Compulsory wage and price 
freezes for three months. 

— Increases in costs of public 
services, including education and 
health. 

— Suspension of part of the aut- 
omatic cost-of-living increases 
which Israeli workers receive to 
compensate them for inflation. 
This is expected to reduce some 
incomes by about 25 peT cent.

S. African troops kill 45 
SWAPO rebels in Angola 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (AP) — South 
African troops were expected to withdraw from 
southern Angola Sunday after killing 45 South-West 
African guerrillas in a cross-border raid, officials 

said. 


Meanwhile, police confirmed 
that rwo blacks were found dead 
near a bumed-out car outside Fort 
Elizabeth in the eastern Cape pro- 
vince. Two other prominent anti- 
apartheid campaigners who were 
travelling with the slain men were 
missing and feared dead, friends 
said. 

The strike Saturday into sou- 
thern Angola followed a monar 
attack against an army base the 
previous night by guerrillas of 
South-West Africa People's Org- 
anisation (SWAPO). said Def- 
ence Force Chief Gen. Constand 
Viljoen. 

SWAPO guerrillas have fought 
since 1966 to end South African 


rule over South-West Africa, usu- 
ally called Namibia. The guerrillas 
have bases in southern Angola, 
and South Africa says they sneak 
across the border to attack targets 
in northern Namibia. 

After the Friday night attack on 
the base at Eenhana near the bor- 
der, South African troops found 
tracks leading back into Angola 
and pursued them, killing 45 
SWAPO guerrillas in battles Sat- 
urday, Gen. Viljoen said. The 
South African soldiere spent Sat- 
urday night 10 to 15 kilometres 
inside Angola. 

Defence force spokesman Col. 
Tim Krynauw said the soldiers 


Death toll reaches 65 
in Manila floods 


MANILA (R) — Civil defence 
officials said Sunday at least 65 
people were killed and more than 
1 00,000 made homeless in three 
days of floods across the northern 
Philippines. 

They said the floods were cau- 
sed by monsoon rains which have 
lashed the capital and northern 
Luzon since Wednesday.

Vietnam is largely dependent 

on Soviet aid for its economic sur- 
vival. Non-Communist aid was cut 
off when Hanoi's forces invaded 
and occupied neighbouring Kam- 
puchea, ousting foe Chinese- 
backed Khmer Rouge Com- 
munists in January 1979. 

The joint statement said the 
new Soviet package would boost 
economic aid. provide soft-term 
credits from 1986 to 1990 and res- 


debt. 

Western diplomats in South 
East Asia have said that Vietnam 
receives over a billion dollars of 
aid each year from Moscow to 
keep its economy afloat and to 
help finance its large standing 
army, based mainly on its border 
with China, in Kampuchea and in 
Laos. 

The Soviet Union uses former 
American bases in Vietnam for its 
armed forces in the PacificOcean. 

The statement said Moscow 
would increase its supplies to Vie- 
tnam ofoQ products, fertiliser, rol- 
led metal and cotton. 

Official Soviet trade figures for 
1984 show that Soviet exports to 
Vietnam were one billion roubles 


($860 million), imports from Vie- 
tnam were valued at 258 million 
roubles $220 million). 

The two countries called for a 
normalisation of their ties with 
China and denounced United Sta- 
tes policy towards South East Asia 
and on nuclear weapons. 


Washington has refused dip- 
lomatic ties with Vietnam while 
Hanoi's forces remain in Kam- 
puchea and until Vietnam has 
accounted for foe several tho- 
usand Americans still listed as 
missing during foe war in Ind- 
ochina. 

Vietnam and China fought a 
border war after Hanoi's invasion 
of Kampuchea, and Peking has 
made a Vietnamese withdrawal 
from there a key term for any 
normalisation of ties with both 
Hanoi and Moscow.

Its wings swing back to permit 
supersonic speeds.
